Primary schools federation celebrate good Ofsted reports 



TWO schools linked under a federation have 
been rated as “good” by Ofsted following 
inspections in the latter half of 2012. 

St Ann’s Church of England Primary School, 
in Avenue Road, South Tottenham, has held the 
rating since 1997. However, St Michael’s 
Church of England Primary School, in Bounds 
Green Road, Wood Green, improved to that level 
from its previous rating of “satisfactory” in 2009. 

The two schools have been working together 
in a soft federation under the executive leader¬ 
ship of Linda Sarr since January 2010. 

During the two-day inspection of St 
Michael’s, Ofsted inspectors found that: “All 
groups of pupils make good progress from their 
starting points because of good teaching... 
pupils are clear about their goals and how to 
improve”. 

St Michael’s Ofsted judgement is in line with 
a rapid rate of improvement in pupils’ attain¬ 
ment and achievement. In the 2011/12 acade¬ 
mic year, pupils made the most progress 
between Year 2 and Year 6 compared to all other 
schools in the borough. 

Ms Sarr believes the Ofsted judgements are 
well deserved and reflect the commitment of the 
excellent staff at both schools. 


She said: “We have some absolutely fantastic, 
dedicated and hard-working staff and governors 
at both St Ann’s and St Michael’s, and some 
very talented children and engaged parents and 
carers. 


“The reports endorse our strong view that the 
joint working through our federation of schools 
has significantly improved outcomes of our 
children. This is a great opportunity to celebrate 
the achievements of our school communities.” 


ASSOCIATION SUBMITS 
PLANS FOR 173 HOMES

A HOUSING association has applied for 
permission to build 173 new homes on 
the former St Luke’s Hospital site in 
Muswell Hill. 

Hanover says more than 600 people attended 
three public exhibitions in June, September and 
November last year during an extensive consulta¬ 
tion period, with 75 per cent backing the plan. 

It aims to provide housing predominantly for 
over-55 s, allowing them to downsize to smaller 
properties and free up larger homes for younger 
families in the borough. 

A key element of the project is the revitalisation 
of the garden landscape at the centre of the site and 
the design also incorporates a green north-south 
pedestrian and cycle link between Grand Avenue 
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and Woodside Avenue. It is planned to bring the 
three listed and locally listed buildings back into 
use by converting the existing buildings into flats. 

The proposals also incorporate a co-housing 
scheme for the Woodside Co-Housing group, 
which was set up by a group of residents who 
want to create their own community. 

Around 150 car parking spaces are planned, 
with 100 of them underground. 

Bruce Moore, chief executive of Hanover, 
said: “Our research has shown there is a strong 
demand in Haringey for this type of housing, 
where older people are making positive choices 


to downsize from under-occupied family homes 
to attractive housing well-designed for their 
changing needs.” 

St Luke’s operated as an inpatient hospital for 
mental health patients from the mid-1920s, but 
has been largely unused since 2009. 

In 2011, Camden and Islington NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust took the decision to sell the whole site 
and lease back only Simmons House for its con¬ 
tinuing use. 

Hanover now owns the whole site.

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Belt tightening sparks 
cut in police numbers

THE number of police community 
support officers patrolling the streets of 
Enfield has dropped by 40 per cent since 
2010, shocking new figures revealed this 
week. 

There has also been a significant drop 
in the number of front-line police 
constables in the borough, with 44 fewer 
PCs at the end of March 31 2012 
compared with March 31 2010 - a 
reduction of 7.3 per cent. Over the same 
period of time the number of PCSOs in 
Enfield dropped from 170 to 102. 

Critics say the figures are unacceptable 
at a time when Enfield has suffered from 
rioting and a spate of fatal stabbings in 
the past few years. 

Negus McClean, 15, student Steven 
Grisales, 21, and 14-year-old Leroy 
James were all stabbed to death in the 
borough in 2011 - and in August 2011 
many thugs took to the streets of Enfield 
to take part in rioting and looting in the 
town centre. 

The Metropolitan Police says the drop 
in numbers is down to the tightening of 
budgets. Edmonton MP Andy Love is 
alarmed at the figures. 

“David Cameron needs to explain why 
Boris Johnson has allowed so many 
front-line police staff to be axed in 
London, despite promising otherwise, 
especially at a time of growing concern 
about gang crime and over a period that 


included major riots,” he said. “Enfield 
residents should be able to feel safe on 
their own streets. 

“Having visible police and PCSO pres¬ 
ence was a good way of achieving that. 
By cutting these vital front-line staff we 
risk seeing an escalation of crime in our 
area, which is completely unacceptable.” 

A spokeswoman from the Met said: 
“We previously stopped recruiting police 
officers when we were uncertain of future 
budgets. However, when it was 
announced in the financial year 
2011/2012 that we would receive an extra 
£90million, we recruited more officers. 


As many of the new recruits were serving 
PCSOs there was a drop in numbers. 

“However, we are moving 2,000 
officers back on to the streets and in our 
neighbourhoods from other roles, so safer 
neighbourhood teams can focus on crime 
fighting.” 

A spokeswoman from the London 
Mayor’s office put the drop in numbers 
down to the Olympics and added: 
“Recruitment was put on hold during the 
Olympics but unlike many other parts of 
the country, the Metropolitan Police is 
now training new officers and numbers 
will rise again this year.” 


Chance to 
question 
Met chiefs 

POLICE chiefs are coming to 
Enfield next week as part of 
a public consultation on 
neighbourhood policing in 
the capital. 

Members of the public will 
be able to put questions to 
leading Metropolitan Police 
officers at a public meeting at 
the Civic Centre, in Silver 
Street, Enfield, on Monday, 
starting at 8pm. 

The meeting, which will 
begin with a presentation by 
Stephen Greenhalgh, 
London’s deputy mayor for 
policing and crime, is part of 
a public consultation on the 
draft Police and Crime Plan. 

The plan includes proposals 
to boost the force with 2,000 
extra officers and cut key 
neighbourhood crime by 
20 per cent over the next 
four years. 

Mr Greenhalgh said: 
“Policing in the capital is 
changing and we want to hear 
the views of Londoners. 

“In these challenging 
economic times, tough 
decisions will have to be made 
- but ultimately we want to 
boost public confidence in the 
police, cut crime and drive 
down waste.” 
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Secret lives of the 
wartime refugees 
who kept tabs on 
Nazi prisoners of 
war at Trent Park

WHEN German generals captured during 
World War II were given free rein to roam the 
leafy grounds of Trent Park, they found 
themselves laughing at the British, who were 
apparently allowing them to sit out the con¬ 
flict in the cushiest of circumstances. 

Little did they know, however, that the 
stately home, which was owned by the 
Sassoon family, was playing a major role in 
the British war effort. 

And the generals were at the heart of an 
intelligence operation aimed at finding out 
some of the Nazis’ darkest secrets. 

During World War II, Trent Park, in the 
north west of Enfield, had been requisitioned 
by the British intelligence services for use as 
a prisoner-of-war camp and was home to 
Nazi generals. 

The officers, captured in north Africa, 
France or shot down in bombing raids over 
Britain, were invited to amuse themselves 
by playing billiards in the grand rooms of 
the house, treated to full meals and taken on 
day trips into central London and even to 
country retreats. 

Unknown to the Germans, however, was 
the fact that the luxurious lifestyle they were 
being invited to enjoy was part of a plan 
designed to make them let their guard down. 
And furthermore, a secret army of listeners 
was hidden in the bowels of Trent Park. 

The team of native German-speaking 
Austrian and German Jewish refugees, who 
had fled from the Nazis before the war, were 
asked to record and translate every incrimi¬ 
nating word that the generals uttered in the 
hope that crucial state secrets would casually 
be discussed. 

The extent to which these recordings 
helped the Allies to victory has been 
investigated by historian and author Helen 
Fry, who spent three years researching the 
subject for her new book The M Room: 
Secret Listeners Who Bugged The Nazis. 

Trawling through box upon box of 
transcripts, she discovered how the

secret listeners in Trent Park and two other 
bugged POW camps in Buckinghamshire 
were as valuable to British intelligence dur¬ 
ing the war as Bletchley Park and the Enigma 
code breakers. 

The historian, from Golders Green, 
revealed: “In one of the bugged operations 
they heard the Germans talking about where 
U-boats were being kept - U-boat pens. 

“These were places the Germans had built 
underground and the listening operation 
revealed that these pens existed and they also 
revealed where they were.” 

But, along with detailed accounts of 
armaments and equipment, Mrs Fry’s 
research revealed the listeners learned 
shocking details about Nazi atrocities against 
Jews, gypsies and other victims. 

“They just got on with their jobs,” said Mrs 
Fry, explaining how the listeners were able to 
use their hatred of the Nazi regime as 
motivation for their work. 

“They were very loyal to Britain. They 
were proud to serve Britain, proud to be 
doing something to stop Nazi aggression.” 

Fritz Lustig, who is now 93 and lives in 
Muswell Hill, is one of two surviving 
listeners from the three bugged camps. He 
fled to Britain from Berlin in 1939 after the 
extensive persecution of Jewish people. 

“After Kristallnacht [state-sanctioned 
attacks against Jewish people, businesses and 
synagogues in November 1938], everybody 
realised that it was essential to get out of 
Germany,” Mr Lustig told the Advertiser. 

He arrived in London on a one-year visa in 
April 1939 - and when war broke out in 
September of that year, Mr Lustig was 
determined to do everything he could to 
fight Adolf Hitler. 

He was initially part of the pioneer labour 
force that was responsible for digging 
trenches, but he wanted to do more to join the 
fight against Nazism. 

And when a friend told him the British 
intelligence services were looking for native 
German speakers, Mr Lustig leapt at the 
chance. 



“On my first day, I reported to my commanding 
officer and he told me what I would be doing was 
more important for the war effort than driving a tank 
or firing a shot,” he said. 

But while listeners like Mr Lustig carefully 
recorded many horrific details revealed by the Nazi 
generals at Trent Park, when the war ended and the 
Nuremberg trials began, the evidence from the lis¬ 
tening rooms was never used. 

According to Mrs Fry, British intelligence 
services didn’t want to reveal their modus operandi 
as they were still listening to recorded conversations 
between captured Nazi scientists who had been 
working on an atomic bomb for the Germans. 

But Mr Lustig said he never felt betrayed that the 
tapes had not been used at Nuremberg. 

“They had plenty of other evidence and, honestly, 
it was not our particular concern at the time. We 
were just happy that we won the war,” said the 
93-year-old.

A WOMAN who has devoted half a 
century to disability swimming and 
a stalwart of the St John Ambulance 
brigade are among those who were 
named in the Queen’s New Year’s 
Honours. 

Grandmother-of-four Jackie 
White, from Enfield, was 
awarded an MBE in 
recognition of her 50 
years of dedicated 
service to Halliwick 
Penguins, giving one- 
to-one coaching to 
disabled swimmers 
at Southgate Leisure 
Centre, in Winch- 
more Hill Road. 

“I volunteered 
when I was 17 and I 
have continued ever 
since,” said Mrs 
White, who admitted 
that she was “very 
honoured” to have 
had her tireless 
efforts recognised 
by the Queen. 

“I thought that it 
is something that 
happens to other 
people, not to 
me,” she added, 


describing her shock at having the 
letter containing the news land on her 
doorstep towards the end of last year. 

Mrs White started volunteering 
because she had always loved 
swimming - but knew that if she 
didn’t go to a club every week she 
would let her hobby slide. 

Although the modest grandmother 
admitted she was surprised with 
the honour, she explained why 
volunteers were so important for her 
swimming group. 

“The people who come wouldn’t 
be able to go swimming on their 
own,” she said. “The coaching is 
one-to-one because they need to have 
somebody with them. 

“I suppose it is quite labour 
intensive but it is so rewarding and 
we often have young people 
volunteer with us who are doing their 
Duke Of Edinburgh’s Award.” 

St John Ambulance stalwart Ann 
Cable, of Canford Close, Enfield, 
was also awarded an MBE for her 
dedication after spending four 
decades volunteering for the brigade. 

But the 59-year-old insisted she 
didn’t look at the honour as one 
bestowed specifically on her but 
rather as recognition of the first aid 
charity as a whole. 

“It is a great privilege to be hon¬ 
oured in this way and I feel very

TfL gives £200k towards 
Ponders End makeover

AMBITIOUS plans to redevelop Ponders 
End were given a boost this week after 
Transport for London agreed to give 
£200,000 towards the project. 

The money, which will go towards 
developing plans to improve transport 
links and public spaces in the area, is 
expected to be followed by a further 
£1.8million in 2014/15 to carry out 
the project. 

The plans are part of a wider 
£23million regeneration scheme being 
driven by Enfield Council to improve 
transport, public spaces, shopping areas 
and housing in Ponders End. 


According to council chiefs, the TfL 
money will be used to improve road 
safety and make it easier for pedestrians 
and cyclists to get around High Street, as 
well as improving bus services and 
waiting areas for passengers. 

It is hoped that the investment will 
help to reduce crime and antisocial 
behaviour in the area. 

Enfield’s cabinet member for 
environment Chris Bond said the council 
would develop the plans before they 
were put our for consultation. 

“The rejuvenation of Ponders End is a 
major priority for us and this money will 
help us improve links across High Street 
and make it significantly easier for 


people to get around the area on foot, by 
bus or on their bikes,” he said. 

Enfield’s cabinet member for business 
and regeneration Del Goddard added: 
“We are doing an incredible amount of 
work to regenerate Ponders End and this 
funding will help us develop an effective 
plan to make the area more accessible 
and attract businesses and customers to 
the town centre. 

“We are a pro-business council and 
the success of this bid demonstrates we 
are determined to do everything we 
can to build and maintain a strong and 
vibrant town centre where businesses 
can thrive.”

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Goverment grant 
will enable all 
homes to recycle 
their food waste 

Council gets £2.46m to improve refuse services

ALL households in Enfield will be able to 
recycle food waste after council chiefs 
announced a £2.5million plan to roll out the 
service to every property in the borough. 

The change will mean that all properties, 
including flats, will be provided with access to 
food recycling services. 

Enfield Council received a £2.46million grant 
from the government after submitting a bid to the 
Weekly Collection Support Scheme and the 
money will be used to improve all of its refuse 
and recycling services. 

Local authorities are charged for refuse which 
is not recycled - and councillors say that 
these proposals will save taxpayers money in the 
long term. 

Enfield cabinet member for environment Chris 
Bond said: “It’s fantastic news that we are able to 
expand our food waste service thanks in part to 
this government grant. 

“We are already saving flmillion a year by 


increasing our recycling rates and diverting 
waste away from landfill, therefore paying less in 
expensive landfill taxes, and we hope to increase 
our recycling rates and reduce our costs further 
in the future.” 

Food waste in landfill sites produces methane, 
a greenhouse gas, which most scientists believe 
is contributing to global warming. 

However, the food and garden waste collected 
from Enfield households for recycling is sent 
to a plant in Edmonton, where it is turned into 
compost, some of which is used on the borough’s 
green spaces. 

The government’s Weekly Collection Support 
Scheme has awarded a total of £250million to 85 
councils across the country to maintain a weekly 
collection and support recycling services. 

Last year, Enfield Council gave 80,000 house¬ 
holds separate wheelie bins for garden and food 
waste, rubbish for recycling and general refuse. 

Due to this scheme the council said that it had 
seen an increase in recycling rates from 27 to 40 
per cent.

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Alarm bells still 
ringing over plans 

IS the approval of the business case for the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clinical Strategy 
the beginning of the end for Chase Farm? 

The rubber-stamping of reforms by NHS 
bosses was to be expected, but campaigners 
are right to continue to ring the alarm about 
the future of primary care provision in Enfield. 

The hospital will lose its A&E department, 
which will be replaced by an urgent care centre, 
but do people know where to turn to in case of 
injury? The government is closing urgent care 
centres up and down the country, and the system 
is swiftly turning into a bit of a mess - a signif¬ 
icant amount of NHS money will have to be 
spent on informing the rather confused public. 

Our health service has been thrown into 
huge turmoil by the coalition government, and 
it is hard to fathom how our politicians think 
quality provision can be maintained in the 
context of cuts and endless restructuring. 

Hidden war heroes 

WE all have an image in our minds of the men 
and women who won the war for Britain. 

We think of clipped vowels, stiff upper lips 
and either derring-do bombing raids or bespec¬ 
tacled clever clogs puzzling over codes. 

What probably doesn’t spring to mind is a 
group of German-accented refugees huddled 
around elaborate headsets at our very own Trent 
Park listening to Nazi generals toast Hitler. 

But the native German speakers, who dili¬ 
gently recorded every whispered confidence 
and casual aside spoken between the German 
officers, gave the Allies an advantage they 
would have been lost without. 

The commanding officer of the listeners was 
right. What they did was more powerful by far 
than firing a shot or driving a tank. 

They hit the German army at its bomb¬ 
making U-boat hiding core and men like Fritz 
Lustig should be rightfully remembered as the 
heroes that they are.

Government should 
not have to apologise 


IN response to the letter “Unmarried 
mums had to give up kids” 
(Advertiser, December 26), I ask 
why governments should be expected 
to apologise for something about 
which they had no responsibility? 

About 60 years ago I worked as 
assistant matron (cook) in a girls’ 
moral welfare home, run by the 
Church of England. 

The matron was kind, wise and 
understanding, but she could not 
change the home circumstances of 
the girls involved, and usually the 
girls were advised that the kindest 
course for self and baby was to have 
the child adopted. 

Lack of money would always have 
been a problem in the years before 
the generous social security benefits 
now available, besides the social 
stigma for both mother and child. 

Occasionally, the parents of the 
young mother would brave the gos¬ 


sips and accept the baby into their 
home, but could not be expected to 
do this for a second child. 

One case I well remember was that 
of a lonely young woman whose 
husband, a soldier, was killed in the 
Korean War. 

She subsequently had been advised 
to have two babies adopted, but when 
she came into our care with the third, 
the matron realised her desperate 
need for someone to call her own, 
and got her a job as live-in maid with 
an elderly clergyman and his wife, 
who were delighted at the prospect 
of a baby in the house again. 

However, some of the girls who 
came to us were quite immature, and 
were glad to be relieved of the 
responsibility of constant caring for 
a baby. 

Those who felt that they “couldn’t 
part with” their baby would put it in 
foster care, then have little more to 


do with it, except for shedding a few 
sentimental tears - but not bothering 
to make any little garments, or show¬ 
ing other practical signs of devotion. 

On occasion, the father of the 
infant showed a greater sense of 
duty, but was spurned. 

What does the writer of the letter 
think that government should have 
done? Provide rent-free housing and 
monetary help ad lib - as it seems to 
do now for any people who get into 
trouble through taking on more bur¬ 
dens than they can cope with? What 
would such an apology now achieve? 

What parliament should apologise 
for is all the so-called sex education 
which has been dispensed to children 
too young to understand and 
without the moral training to take 
responsibility for their varied acts of 
curiosity and self-indulgence.

Health campaigners bid to 
limit private firm contracts 
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New powers: GPs on the Enfield Clinical Commissioning Group will take responsibility 
for planning health services across the borough from April this year

HEALTH campaigners will submit a petition to 
doctors next week in a bid to limit the number of 
private companies providing health services to 
Enfield’s NHS patients. 

Enfield members of 38 Degrees, a national 
campaign group aimed at keeping the NHS out 
of the hands of private firms, are teaming up the 
Keep Our NHS Public campaign. 

They will be presenting the petition signed 
by 1,066 people to Dr Alpesh Patel, chair of 
the Enfield Clinical Commissioning Group, next 
Wednesday. 

Enfield CCG, which is made up of GPs from 
54 of the borough’s practices, is currently 
operating alongside Enfield Primary Care Trust. 

The CCG will take responsibility for planning 
and commissioning health services in the 
borough from April. 

As outlined in the 2012 Health and Social Care 
Act, clinical commissioning groups are able to 
commission services from “any qualified provider”, 
which would allow private firms to offer health 
services at the expense of NHS providers. 

The petition says: “Whether it’s treatment for 
diabetes, skin conditions, a broken arm or 
depression, profit-hungry companies are circling, 
ready to bid for contracts by promising to 
slash costs. 

“Right now, we’ve got a big chance to ask local 
doctors to use their new powers to protect our 
NHS, not privatise it.” 

Theodora Munroe, an Enfield member of the 
38 Degrees campaign, said: “We want to ensure 
patients are consulted at every step of the way 
and involved in the process.” 


Members of 38 Degrees have produced wording 
for the CCG constitution, which is expected to be 
ratified by GPs at a meeting at the Dugdale 
Centre, in London Road, Enfield, on Wednesday. 

The recommendations include making 
procurement decisions on an ethical, not just 
financial basis, improving transparency around 
decisions and avoiding conflicts of interests. 

“It is important that the CCG adopts the 38 
Degrees recommendations in their constitution 
in order to protect patients as much as possible,” 


added Ms Munroe. “Services should remain 
comprehensive and free at the point of need as 
part of the NHS as we know it, and we want to 
protect residents against any introduction of 
co-payments and rationing of care.” 

An NHS spokeswoman said any patient or 
member of the public can attend next week’s 
Enfield CCG meeting, which starts at 3pm. 

“The Enfield CCG will respond to concerns 
raised at the meeting,” she added.

Entry requirements for Latymer, outlined 
in the Council’s brochure for secondary 
schools, state: “Only girls and boys who are 
deemed capable of following an education 
leading to the higher grades of GCSE in a 
full range of National Curriculum subjects 
are eligible to be considered for admission to 
the school. 

“The governors will judge whether a 
candidate fulfils these requirements by 
reference to tests to be taken at the school.” 

It goes on to say that the school will be 
deemed oversubscribed once more than 
186 pupils score at least 70 out 80 in the 
entrance exam. 

No other schools in north London made the 
top ten list of the most oversubscribed 
schools in England. 

The list was topped by The Al-Hijrah 
School in Birmingham, which has 18 pupils 
applying for each of its 60 places.

CONSERVATIONISTS in the borough say they 
are appalled after managers at Tesco in Ponders 
End admitted that the supermarket giant is killing 
sparrows that are nesting in the store. 

Calls from concerned customers flooded into 
campaigners, including the local branch of the 
Royal Society for the Protection of Birds, after it 
was revealed that a pest control agency had been 
contracted to cull the entire sparrow population 
in the store. 

It is believed the firm is using a marksman to 
shoot the birds. 

According to the RSPB, house sparrows in 
London are a red-listed species, meaning they are 
protected under law because their numbers have 
been declining so rapidly in recent years. 

They are protected under law by the 
Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, which has banned culling populations of 
sparrows in the capital. 

However, there is a loophole in the law that 
means that if the sparrows pose a health and 
hygiene risk to humans they can be culled if all 
other, more humane means, such as trying to 
catch the birds using nets or using sparrowhawks 
to kill the birds, have been exhausted. 

But wildlife campaigners and residents maintain 
that what Tesco is doing could decimate the local 
sparrow population and stress that there are other 
solutions which the multinational supermarket 
chain could try. 

“We are sympathetic to Tesco, who are 
struggling with what is a hygiene issue, but the 
preferable option is for the birds to be captured 
and released elsewhere,” said Bob Husband, a 


Cockfosters resident and group leader for the 
North West London RSPB. 

“If Tesco, for example, puts a feeding station 
outside the store then that would lure the birds 
outside where they could be caught. Then 
plastic could be put up to stop them re-entering 
the store.” 

However, Tesco told the Advertiser that the 
problem of the birds nesting in the store had been 
going on for several months and insisted that 


it had tried every other means available. A 
spokesman for the supermarket chain said: “Our 
goal is to release any birds which have found 
their way into our stores, while ensuring we 
maintain our high standards of hygiene. 

“In spite of repeated efforts to free the spar¬ 
rows, including removing windows at the front of 
the store, using a sparrowhawk and deploying 
nets, we have been unsuccessful.”

Woman, 23, dies in hospital two months after being stabbed 


A YOUNG woman who was found 
stabbed near her home in Enfield 
Island Village two months ago died 
in hospital last week. 

Akua Agyueman, 23, of Morris 
Court, Rigby Place, died at the Royal 
London Hospital in Whitechapel, east 


London, on Wednesday. A post¬ 
mortem revealed the cause of death as 
multiple organ failure and multiple 
injuries, including a stab wound to the 
chest and abdomen. 

Ms Agyueman was found in Gunner 
Drive, Enfield Island Village, just after 


midnight on Thursday November 6. 
She was rushed to hospital with multi¬ 
ple stab wounds. 

Her husband, 37-year-old Minta 
Addido, of the same address, was 
charged with the attempted murder of 
his wife two days later. 


He is due to appear at Wood Green 
Crown Court on January 31. 

A spokesman for the Metropolitan 
Police said that officers were liaising 
with the Crown Prosecution Service 
but was unable confirm if Mr Addido 
would be charged with murder.

A DETERMINED young mum is hoping 
to inspire other women by making a 
documentary based on the challenges 
facing her as a working parent.

Waste plant 
U-turn was 
triumph for 
campaigners 

C HRISTMAS came a few days early for 
my constituents living close to Pinkham 
Way when the North London Waste 
Authority announced its withdrawal of the 
planning application for a mechanical biological 
treatment plant there. 

At long last, the north London councils - 
including Enfield - have accepted that plans for 
MBT facilities only need to be taken forward at 
Edmonton and not Pinkham Way. 

This is a great victory for our campaign, which 
has repeatedly told Enfield Council and the 
NLWA that the massive site was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

I pay tribute to the tireless campaigning of the 
Pinkham Way Alliance. 

We can now carry on with the regeneration of 
the North Circular area without hundreds of 
lorries transporting the region’s waste to 
Pinkham Way. 

We only need to hold off on the celebration for 
clarification about a substitute plan to use 
Pinkham Way for a delivery, sorting and transfer 
point for recyclables and other local waste.

The Jubilee and Olympic community spirit was 
still alive and well over Christmas. 

Anyone who went to the St Nicholas Festival 
on Winchmore Hill Green or who gets involved 
in the loveyourdoorstep social network would be 
bowled over by the strength of neighbourhood 
goodwill. 

We have the opportunity this year in Southgate 
with the Grovelands Park centenary to keep up 
the momentum for enjoying and supporting our 
local area. 

However, there are people in our community 
who can be left behind. 

Too many cases come to my attention where 
elderly people are not treated with respect 
and dignity. 

An unwanted statistic is that Enfield has some 
of the highest numbers of patients dying in 
hospital rather than at home or in a hospice. 

However, we have excellent voluntary 
organisations looking to buck that trend, such as 
North London Hospice and Nightingale Cancer 
Support Centre. 

I also applaud those good neighbour 
organisations like Southgate Homebound and 
Disabled Association and Operation Fish which 
support elderly people who might otherwise be 
lonely and isolated. 

I am resolved this year to press for improved 
social care, particularly at the end of life.

A YOUNG dancer from Enfield is 
closer to fulfilling her dream after 
completing her first term at a 
prestigious ballet school.

schools and an affiliate of the 
Conservatoire for Dance and Drama. 

Sara Matthews, who is director 
of the school, wants the 
course to be accessible to all „ 
dancers who meet its high 
standards. 

“Students typically join us 
aged 16 after GCSE,” she 
said. “By this stage many of 
them will have been dancing 
since primary school. Only 
the most talented and dedi¬ 
cated students are accepted 
but ballet is no longer an 
elitist profession. 

“Around 25 per cent of 
students are given some 
kind of financial assis¬ 
tance through the school 
to allow them to complete 
their tuition here. We 
have a long history of 
accepting students from 
a diverse range of 
social and economic 
backgrounds.”

The House plays host to 
many of Camp Simcha’s 
activities including its big 
brother and sister scheme. 

That pairs young adult 
volunteers with sick children 
and their brothers and sisters, 
whose needs can sometimes 
be overlooked. 

They get the kids involved 
in activities to help them 
enjoy a normal childhood 
including painting, arts and 
crafts, computer games and 
sensory play as well as 
specially organised birthday 
parties and summer day 
schemes. 

Neville Goldschneider, chief 
executive of Camp Simcha, 
said: “The wall looks fantastic 
and we really appreciate the 
efforts of all involved, who 
have given up their time and 
expertise to bring a bit more 
colour to The House.” 

The charity, which opened 
in London in 1995, now also 
works in Manchester, Leeds, 
Glasgow, Gateshead and 
Liverpool, helping more than 
350 children from about 
100 families.

A DISUSED bank which has been 
turned into an art gallery opened for 
the first time last weekend. 

Space, in High Street, Southgate, 
was officially opened on Saturday 
night by local artists Fionn Wilson 
and Gosia Stasiewicz. 

The gallery, which currently 
features their work, alongside that 
of Danish artist Bo Gorzelak 
Pedersen, will open every weekday 
evening and on Saturdays. 

The building, which used to be a 
branch of Barclays, was lying 
empty so Gosia hit on the idea of 
turning it into a place to display her 
photographs - and from there the 
idea spiralled.

Former hostage 
McCarthy talks 
about new book 

JOURNALIST and author John McCarthy will 
be talking about his latest book, a study of 
the people of Palestine, at the London Jewish 
Cultural Centre next Wednesday. 

Mr McCarthy, who was held hostage in 
Lebanon for five years until his release in 
1991, will be talking about You Can’t Hide 
The Sun - A Journey Through Palestine. 

In the book the 56-year-old weaves 
testimonies of the people of the troubled 
region with his own experience of living under 
constant threat. 

In the years since his ordeal, Mr McCarthy 
has travelled from the shores of the 
Mediterranean to the Bedouin encampments 
of the Negev desert talking to the Palestinians 
who remained in Israel after its formation in 
1948 and who still dare to think of it as home.

ANDREAS loannou has become a 
TV star of late. 

His Palmers Green bakery, Aroma, 
which serves up all sorts of sweet 
and savoury Greek treats, was 
judged the best in London in a 
recent ITV show aimed at finding the 
best bakers in the land. 

And even though the Green Lanes 
business did not walk off with the top 
prize in Britain’s Best Bakery, there 
are certainly enough delights on offer 
to draw customers in from all over 
north London.

It can often pay to invest more in a decent 
property in a decent area, in order to get better tenants with more disposable income: people are prepared to 
pay a premium for key London postcodes. As the old saying goes, “you need to speculate to accumulate”. 

2. Mortgage research 

With more buy-to-let products now surfacing, there’s more choice available. Do your research, as even small 
differentials in interest percentages could have a big impact on your profit margins. 

3. Don’t fall in love with the property 

It’s an investment, not your own forever home. By remaining emotionally detached about your property 
acquisitions, you’ll get a much better idea of how they can best perform as investments. 

4. Vet your tenants 

Finding your own tenants might be cheaper than using an estate agent, but you run the risk of problems later 
on. Use an established agency that will do financial checks, take up references, secure the deposit and 
arrange tenancy agreements. 

5. Update the interior 

Freshly painted white walls and the smell of new carpet can lure tenants into signing on the dotted line. 
Simple decor won’t cost a fortune but it will make your property stand out from the crowd and ensure you get 
the maximum rent. 

6. Renovation works 

You could go one step further than a coat of paint: an extra bathroom or toilet, a new kitchen, or an upgraded 
bathroom could put your property into the next band on the rental ladder - time and money spent now could 
pay off in the long term. 

7. Be on call 

A good landlord attracts and keeps good tenants - if you’re lucky enough to have reliable tenants who pay 
their rent on time and look after the property, treat them well in return. That means making repairs as quickly 
as possible and being on hand to answer queries. 

8. Keep up with inflation 

Make an annual review of the rental price and increase it accordingly. That’s not to say you automatically 
raise the rent by hundreds of pounds as soon as the New Year comes around but it’s only reasonable to tie 
your rental prices in with the local average. 

9. Keep it occupied 

Void periods are one of the fastest ways to see your money go down the drain. Make sure you build up a good 
rapport with agencies and tenants to minimise the periods of time when your property is vacant. 

10. In it for the long term 

Property investment is a long-term financial commitment. Eventually you should see your property rise in 
value but the current market means this simply won’t happen overnight. Be patient, be a good landlord and 
this could be the best investment of your life.

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Jimny is still making 
a little go a long way

S MALL, sturdy and capable 
4x4s have been a corner¬ 
stone of Suzuki’s output for 
many years - and have 
generated a loyal following. The 
Jimny is a prime example. 

Be it a holiday rental for use on 
rugged terrain or a trendy alternative 
to an urban runabout, the Jimny has 
a broad appeal. Updating such a 
popular car can be problematic - do 
you make radical changes, or take a 
conservative approach? 

It doesn’t take a genius to work 
out what direction Suzuki has taken 
with the latest update. The car looks 
a lot like its predecessor and the 
minimal alterations centre on 
appearance, with the solid mechan¬ 
ical base remaining unchanged. 

Cosmetic tweaks to the nose and 
tail have resulted in a subtle 
improvement to the car’s appear¬ 
ance. With its squared-off profile 


and bluff nose, it will always be from 
a different era, but that’s also largely 
why it has character. 

And remember, its narrow, upright 
stance is also functional. Can you 
imagine threading a wider car 
through narrow country lanes 
without incurring any damage? 

The cosmetic changes continue 
inside, with the SZ3 grade cars 
getting new seat fabric and all cars 
receiving redesigned headrests and 
the now obligatory rear Isofix child 
seat mounting points. 

Suzuki has left the mechanical bits 
alone. With a four-wheel drive 
system, complete with hardcore low- 
ratio transmission, the revised car is 
capable of tackling big obstacles. 

Power still comes from the 1.3-litre 
four-cylinder petrol motor. And while 
85 horsepower doesn’t sound much, 
the small footprint and engine’s flat 
torque curve combine to make light 
work of the harshest of conditions. 

Switching between transmission 


modes and the high-low ratios of the 
gearbox is as easy as pressing a 
button - and Suzuki has also 
produced a Jimny with an automatic 
gearbox. 

Its boxy shape not only gives the 
Jimny old-world charm, but also 
makes it a breeze to park and 
manoeuvre, whether between 
mighty oaks in the woods or mighty 
lorries parked along a high street. 

Granted, the engine has to be 
worked hard. However, it is willing 
enough and more refined than you 
might think, allowing you to make 
good progress off road and still hold 
a conversation without having to 
shout when you’re on tarmac. 

Being a small car, the Jimny is 
great at low speed. Around town its 
compact size, visibility and raised 
driving position enable it to scythe 
through traffic, while it deflects 
poorly surfaced roads with the same 
enthusiasm as it dispatches rocks 
and ruts on an off-road trail. 



The cabin is an object lesson in 
space utilisation. There’s enough 
room up front for two adults, while 
the compact rear seats are really 
only for children. Behind them is a 
modest load space accessed by the 
side-opening tailgate. 

With the seats in place there is just 
room for a small bag quota. Drop 
them and there’s potential to carry 
larger items - although hefty outdoor 
kit will need to be roof-bound. 

Suzuki’s modest nip and tuck 
refresh for its long-standing Jimny 
does enough to keep the little rock- 
hopper fresh without diluting its 
trademark look and its performance 
out in the wild easily demonstrates 
the “if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it” 
ethos of car design.

ASSOU-EKOTTO: I’LL 
WIN MY PLACE BACK

BENOIT ASSOU-EKOTTO is confi¬ 
dent that he will be able to win back 
his place in the Tottenham Hotspur side 
after finally making his return to action 
over the weekend. 

The Cameroon international has effec¬ 
tively been Spurs’ first-choice left-back 
since he arrived at the club in 2006, but 
Jan Vertonghen and Kyle Naughton 
have both impressed in the position 
since Assou-Ekotto was sidelined by a 
knee injury in September. 

However, Assou-Ekotto has now 
regained full fitness and, having made 
his first start for four months on Satur¬ 
day when Spurs beat Coventry City 3-0 
in the third round of the FA Cup cour¬ 
tesy of goals from Clint Dempsey (two) 
and Gareth Bale, he firmly believes 
that he will quickly re-establish himself 
in the side. 

He said: “When I first came here six 
years ago I was in competition with 
Gilberto, Lee Young-Pyo and Gareth 
Bale and it ended up being my place in 
the team, so it’s not a problem. 

“It was not difficult to play after so 
long out, because it is easier to come 
back into a team which is playing well. 
I am cool to come back, and to have a 
win at the end of the game, so it’s cool 
for us, for the team and for me. 

Saturday’s match also saw Scott 
Parker make his first start of the season 
as he continues his comeback from the 
Achilles injury he suffered while on 
international duty for England in Euro 
2012 last summer. 

Parker - who had made substitute 
appearances in each of Tottenham’s 
previous five matches - came through 
80 minutes unscathed at the weekend, 
and he is understandably thrilled to be 
back in action. 

“I’m absolutely delighted,” he said. 
“The main thing for me on a personal 
level is that I got through it alright and 
feel good. It was a great result and a 
fantastic team display, especially in the 
first half. 

“Our main focus all week was how 


quickly we needed to start the game. 
We know that if we play at the pace we 
can it’s very difficult for teams. 

“We came out of the blocks and moved 
the ball so quickly, got three goals and 


perhaps came off it a little in the second 
half - but it was a great performance.” 
And assistant manager Steffen Freund 
was full of praise for the attitude that 
Parker showed while on the sidelines, 


especially the way he requested to play 
for Spurs’ under-21 side to speed up his 
return to fitness. 

“I’m really proud about Scott,” he said. 
“It’s his attitude. He knows he will 


improve with games and that makes me 
proud as a coach that an England inter¬ 
national plays with enjoyment with the 
under-21s so that he can be back in the 
starting line-up.” 


Holtby thrilled by the prospect of playing for Tottenham in 


GERMAN international midfielder Lewis 
Holtby has described his impending move to 
Tottenham Hotspur as a “dream come true.” 

Holtby, who has an English father and a 
German mother, had been attracting interest 
from a number of leading Premier League 
sides, but he decided last week that he will 
join Spurs on a free transfer when his current 
contract with Bundesliga outfit Schalke 
expires in the summer. 


The 22-year-old has three full international 
caps and is the current Germany under-21 
skipper, and he admitted that he was relishing 
the opportunity to play in England. 

He said: “When I was a lad, I used to sit 
with my dad in front of the TV and long to 
play there. This chance has now arrived, and I 
have taken it. 

“I have always said that it would be realising 
a dream for me to play in the Premier League 


one day. As soon as this became reality, it was 
a childhood dream come true.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs are expected to step up 
their search for another striker during the 
current transfer window after Togo claimed 
that Emmanuel Adebayor had decided to 
represent his country during the forthcoming 
Africa Cup of Nations. 

The 28-year-old had said last year that he 
would not go to the tournament, which takes 


the Premier League 

place in South Africa between January 19 and 
February 10, but he appears to have changed 
his mind - with reports suggesting he flew to 
Ghana to meet up with Togo for their 
pre-tournament training camp. 

Adebayor’s participation in the Africa Cup 
of Nations would leave Jermain Defoe as the 
only senior striker at the club, and Spurs are 
expected to step up their interest in Brazil and 
Internacional forward Leandro Damiao.
